A FRENCH graduate has accused 
Sainsbury’s store in Canterbury of 
discriminating against foreign 
customers after staff rejected her 
official national ID card. 

Ginie Servant, 23, says 
she felt humiliated by 
staff at the Kingsmeadow 
store when she tried 
to buy champagne to cele¬ 
brate her course ending. 

The store’s manager 
would not recognise her 
official national identity 
card - her only form of ID 
- which the British 
Government accepts in 
place of a passport. 

Sainsbury’s would accept 
it as proof of identity if she applied for a job but 
not when she buys alcohol. 

She said: “Rather upset, I called the 
Sainsbury’s care-line which confirmed it does 
not take any foreign ID, except passports, 
because they are unable to train their staff to 
accept European ID. 

“I was in an argument with the manager 
over this for about 10 to 15 minutes and felt 
particularly strongly because my specialty at 
university is human rights.” 

After her experience at Sainsbury’s, Miss 
Servant was later able to buy alcohol from a 
nearby Tesco’s store, but only after clearance

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Great Scot is 
rewarded for 
heroic charge

AN ARMY officer based in 
Canterbury has been 
awarded the Military Cross 
for his “supreme physical 
courage” after using his 
bayonet to charge attacking 
Taliban fighters. 

Lieutenant James Adamson, 24, 
performed his action against the 
enemy forces and saved the lives of 
soldiers in his platoon while on a 
tour of duty in Afghanistan. 

He said he made his charge after 
running out of ammunition. 

The platoon commander with the 
Royal Regiment of Scotland has 
already been awarded a Mention in 
Dispatches - the oldest form of 
recognition for gallantry - for his 
bravery in Afghanistan. Weeks later 
Lt Adamson’s platoon came into 
repeated contact with insurgents. 

His men continued to advance, but 
sections became separated as they 
secured the compounds taken. 

“My sections were static but too far 
apart for my liking,” said Lt 
Adamson. “I was positioned with the 
mortar fire controller and the inter¬ 
preter to the north, 100 metres from 
each between two sections - which is 
a long way in the Green Zone.” 

As the soldiers moved up a shallow 
stream to link up with one of the sec¬ 
tions, two enemy fighters emerged 
firing a machine-gun. 

Lt Adamson immediately made a 
bayonet-charge towards the enemy. 

“To be honest it was pretty terrify¬ 
ing,” he said. “I think more so after 
the event. As it was going on there 
was fractions of a second between 
the first guy and the second guy.” 

His citation reads: “Adamson’s 
leadership throughout the day was 
exceptional. His actions neutralised 
an enemy flanking attack that could 
have resulted in his platoon taking

casualties. Adamson’s supreme 
physical courage, combined with the 
calm leadership he continued to dis¬ 
play after such a traumatic and 
bloody experience was of the very 
highest order. 

“They set the greatest possible 
example to the company and had an 
inspirational effect on his men for 
the final weeks of the tour. 
Adamson’s actions are deserving of 
the highest official recognition.” 

Lt Adamson said: “The nature of 
the terrain and conflict there means 
it is more natural that platoon com¬ 
manders see action rather than 
stand back and command.” 

His girlfriend, Sophie Bewick, said: 
“I’m proud of what he did, although I 
did make him promise before he left 
that he wouldn’t do anything dan¬ 
gerous and get a medal. And he 
comes back with two.” 

Lt Adamson was commissioned 
into as an officer in August 2007. 

He is a Company second-in-com¬ 
mand with the Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders, part of the 
Royal Regiment of Scotland. 


Store ID race row

from the shop’s manager. She said: 
“Being 23 I do not object to being 
asked for ID and for that purpose, had 
specifically packed my official French 
National Identity card. 

“This card replaces a passport for 
the UK border authorities and the 
‘directgov’ Government website states 
that it is a valid proof of ID for 
employers. I was refused the pur¬ 
chase on no other basis than my ID 
was foreign.” 

A Sainsbury’s spokeman confirmed 
its stores would only accept three 
forms of ID: passports, a UK driving 
license with picture, or any other card 
with a PASS logo. 

He said: “We have taken advice 
from organisations such as the 
Portman Group and the Drink Aware 
Trust to implement a system 
designed to prevent children under 
18 buying alcohol. Along with most 
retailers, we operate a Think 25 poli¬ 
cy whereby colleagues are trained to 
ask for ID from anyone they think 
looks younger than 25.” 

Fighting talk ends 

HOLIDAYMAKERS got annoyed 
when drunken Derek Phillips wanted 
to fight them for “invading” 
Whitstable beach. 

On August 29, police found Phillips, 
48, propped against the sea wall, 
challenging passers-by to a punch-up. 

He was warned and released but 
was soon at it again, so officers arrest¬ 
ed him. They searched him and found 
cannabis. Phillips, now of Whitstable 
Road, Canterbury, admitted two 
drunk and disorderly charges, two 
counts of failing to attend court and 
one for possession of cannabis. 

Debbie Pizzey, defending at 
Canterbury Magistrates’ Court, said 
Phillips had spent 18 months sleep¬ 
ing rough on the beach. He is now at 
a charity home where his alcoholism 
is being treated. He was given a 12- 
month conditional discharge and 
ordered to pay £85 costs. 

Yob punched girlfriend 

ROBERT Banks punched his girl¬ 
friend in the street and bit her on the 
cheek, a court was told. 

Banks, 20, of The Sycamores, 
Hersden, saw the woman in the vil¬ 
lage after he had been drinking, 
Canterbury magistrates were told. 

They argued and he punched her 
twice before biting her cheek. 

He admitted assault and was given 
a 12-month supervision order to 
include alcohol treatment, 200 hours’ 
community work and ordered to pay 
her £100 compensation and £85 costs.

MUM Cheryl Gauden was surprised when her son 
and his friends told her they had seen a spider that 
looked like a wasp hanging next to a trampoline in her 


Canterbury garden. 

And she was even more amazed 
when she saw they were telling the 
truth and had spotted a large spi¬ 
der with yellow markings. 

Quick-thinking Cheryl managed 
to get it into a bottle and did a little 
research - only to find she had cap¬ 
tured a venomous wasp spider. 

She said: “The name the children 
gave it was all too accurate - I 
looked the words ‘spider 5 and Svasp’ 
up on the internet and found that 
was the correct name for the crea¬ 
ture I’d removed from my garden. 

“When I saw it I just thought ‘I 
don’t know what that is, but it looks 
menacing.’ 

“So I brought it inside and could 
see its head, legs and nasty fangs. I 
didn’t know what to do. 

“But I did find out it could bite 
and that was enough to get me wor¬ 
ried. 

“After all, it was there in its web 
next to a trampoline where chil¬ 
dren were playing.” 

Kent Wildlife Trust passed on its 
advice on the subject via spider 
expert Greg Hitchcock. 

He said: “The wasp spider came 
into this country in the last century

from continental Europe and it 
was first recorded in 1922. 

“In recent years - whether due to 
global warming or some other rea¬ 
son - it has been increasing in 
numbers.” 

The south east is the most com¬ 
mon location for the species, which 
saw a distinct upsurge in numbers 
in 2007 when they were seen in 
East Anglia and parts of London. 

Wasp spiders do not live in 
swarms and are not a protected 
species in the UK, although they 
are in parts of continental Europe, 
including Belgium. 

The bite of a wasp spider is com¬ 
pared by wildlife experts to that of 
a bumblebee sting. 

They advise anyone seeing one to 
leave it alone. 

“I hope my experience helps any¬ 
one else who may see something 
they don’t understand in their gar¬ 
den,” said Cheiyl.

Flashing OAP 
tells court that 
he was trying

PENSIONER James Swan exposed him¬ 
self in the city’s biggest park and did his 
best not to get noticed. 

But Swan, 65, of Reed Avenue, 
Canterbury, forgot about closed circuit 
TV in Dane John Gardens. 

As a result he found himself in front of 
Canterbury magistrates, charged with 
outraging public decency. 

The bench watched footage of Swan 
sitting down near the entrance to an old 
air raid shelter and pulling his shorts 
aside. 

He had put a large suitcase in front of 
himself so children playing nearby 
wouldn’t see. 

The film showed Swan was still 
exposed 20 minutes later, when police 
officers arrived. 

Republic 

Chris Mayo, prosecuting, said Swan 
told officers he was killing time in the 
park before catching a coach to the 
Czech Republic. 

He said: “Swan said he liked sun¬ 
bathing and this was the only bit of him 
which wasn’t brown.” 

Gordon Crowe, defending, said naked 
men had stood on the fourth plinth in 
Trafalgar Square in London and hadn’t 
been prosecuted. 

He told the court: “His act wasn’t sexu¬ 
al in any way. He’s a very stupid man 
who got his penis out in public.” 

Fining Swan £100, chairman of the 
bench John Rofe said: “It was a stupid 
act and we hope you never do it again.” 

Swan was ordered to pay £60 costs 
plus £15 victim surcharge. 


Court jails crude 
nightclub thug 


Meeting will help 
decide Whitstable 
Harbour's future 


GLEN Sibbons shouted a torrent of 
abuse at a woman police officer as 
she tried to arrest him outside a 
Heme Bay nightclub. 

Then he spat in another officer’s 
face when he was being put in a 
cell at Canterbury police station. 

They had been called to a distur¬ 
bance at the Talk of the Town, 
where Sibbons, 32, of Brunswick 
Square, Herne Bay, was being 
restrained by door staff. 

Chris Mayo, prosecuting, 
declined to read out in Canterbury 
Magistrates’ Court the vile insults 
directed at PC Maria Goodwin by 
Sibbons. 

He said Sibbons was aggressive 
throughout the incident and plain¬ 
ly drunk. 

Phillippa Dyer, defending, said 
Sibbons went out for a cigarette 
and said he was attacked by bar 
staff, even though he admitted 
assaulting the police officer and 
using insulting words. 

She said: “He was distressed but 
that doesn’t excuse the language 
he used. Police officers doing their 
duty shouldn’t have to endure 
that.” 

Sending Sibbons to prison for five 
months, chairman of the bench 
John Rofe said: “This was a despi¬ 
cable offence. 

“There was a sustained tirade of 
foul language culminating in the 
assault on the officer.” 


KEY questions surrounding future 
redevelopment plans for Whitstable 
Harbour will be addressed at a pub¬ 
lic meeting this evening 
(Wednesday). 

The latest gathering of residents’ 
group Whitstable Harbour Watch on 
comes in response to last month’s 
eagerly-awaited draft strategic plan 
outlining aspirations for the area for 
the next decade. 

According to the harbour board’s 
consultation document, there have 
been a number of commercial expres¬ 
sions of interest for the site and that 
small local enterprises will be wel¬ 
come. 

Crucially, it stressed that prefer¬ 
ence will be given to marine-based 
industries which will complement 
the harbour village with its mix of 
thriving seasonal stallholders and 
pitches from established town 
traders. 

One element that is being raised as 
a possibility is creating a maritime 
museum on the quay that could 


prove a valuable tourist attraction. 
Plans are also being put forward for 
a covered performance area off the 
south quay. 

More than 18,000 people had 
objected in a petition over original re¬ 
development plans two years ago for 
the south quay, which included a 
large supermarket, glass-fronted 
restaurant and Shepherd Neame 
superpub, which many residents felt 
was out of keeping. 

But as Harbour Watch Campaign 
member Maureen Smith revealed, 
there was now a far more enthusias¬ 
tic air within its group. 

So much so that its Hands off Our 
Harbour Campaign has now being 
retitled Hands On Our Harbour. 

Whitstable Harbour Board chair¬ 
man Michael Dixey and city council¬ 
lors involved with the plans are due 
to speak at the meeting, which starts 
at 7.30pm.

Addict admits burgling 
his own mother's home 

CALLOUS junkie David Broadwell burgled 
his mum’s house while she was on holiday 
so he could get a fix. 

Heroin addict Broadwell, 27, broke into 
the home in Heme Bay, and took a laptop, 
his bracelet, iPod, games and booze. 

He was making a return trip when he was 
arrested on September 4. 

Canterbury Magistrates heard Broadwell, 
of King Street, Ramsgate, was barred from 
the house because of his previous thieving. 

Admitting burglary and attempted bur¬ 
glary, he told officers he got in through the 
cat flap. The serial burglar was already sub¬ 
ject to a curfew for previous offences. 

Committing Broadwell to Crown Court for 
sentence Chairman of the Bench John Rofe 
said: “The way you have treated your family 
is appalling.” 

Drinker breaches ASBO 
by urinating by tower 

CCTV operators spotted Judd Osbourne as 
he violated his ASBO for the seventh time. 

He was spotted using the bombed tower 
in the Burgate, Canterbury, as a private 
urinal and then seen with a pint of 
Guinness outside a pub on August 16. 

Canterbury Magistrates Court heard 
how Osbourne, 37, of Quems Road, Cant¬ 
erbury, was not supposed to be seen drink¬ 
ing in a public place and had violated the 
ASBO by urinating against the tower. He 
admitted the two breaches of his order. 

David Nelson, defending, said his client 
had taken steps to stop drinking by joining 
a group which specialises in treating alco¬ 
holics. Sentence was deferred until January 
30 to see if Osbourne stays drink free.

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Kent police shares running its helicopter with the Essex force 
which brings a huge cost saving as well as shared experience 
and knowledge of two forces. The helicopter is now considered 
a vital tool in not only the fight against crime but also helping 
to trace missing people. JANE BARLOW talks to Chief 
Inspector Richard Watson about the huge benefits it brings. 


THERE are no hiding places and 
there is no escape when the Kent 
Police helicopter swings into action. 

This is the message from the force’s Chief 
Inspector, Richard Watson, who is in charge of 
the helicopter’s movements in the county and 
believes it is a powerful tool in the fight against 
crime. 

The helicopter is a Eurocopter EC135, a 
special police spec aircraft and is the machine 
most commonly used by forces in the UK. 

It is called out for a variety of reasons. It can 
be used to help find a missing child or vulnera¬ 
ble adult, it could be used to chase a stolen car, 
or to find a suspect hiding in a field under the 
cover of darkness. 

Over the past two months it has been used at 
a Gillingham football match where it supported 
officers who were policing the stadium and the 
town area, to help find a missing boy from 
Minster and to chase two armed robbers in their 
get-away car in Lamberhurst. 

Weapons 

The helicopter was used when two large 
groups of youths met in Medway. The helicopter 
helped the police find out where the groups were 
meeting, where they were coming from and to 
identify those carrying weapons. 

High-tech cameras on board the helicopter 
were used to take photographs of those involved 
and as a result some were arrested and charged. 

With others, police showed video footage to 
their parents to make them aware of the severi¬ 
ty of the incident in which their teenage children 
were involved. 

It was also used to help recover two stolen 
dumper trucks worth £200,000 which were 
about to be shipped to Poland. The trucks were 
fitted with tracking devices which the helicopter 
is able to pick up and quickly find. 

Chief Insp Watson said: “The helicopter is a 
piece of technology which helps us to do our jobs 
better. It can do so much more than what we can 
do on the ground. It can cover areas we couldn’t 
even consider covering as police officers.

“For example, if I needed to search a field at 
night this might take 20 officers an hour, but it 
would take the helicopter a matter of minutes. 

“It allows us to use our resources on the 
ground better. 

“Having it overhead makes people feel safer, 
it makes officers feel secure and tells criminals 
that there is no escape.” 

The helicopter has been jointly run by Kent 
and Essex Police since April 2008. It is used in 
Kent most days and comes to the county when 
required. 

The helicopter can travel at 160mph. On 
board is a civilian pilot employed by the police 
and two police observers. It is fitted with a ther¬ 
mal image camera which detects people who 
are hiding, by locating the person as a heat 
source. It has a search light which is the equiv- 


• The helicopter can travel up to 160 mph. 

• The helicopter attended 558 incidents between April 2008 and 
March 2009. 

• It assisted in the arrests of 50 people (between the above dates). 

• It helped locate 13 vulnerable people. 

• It located 14 stolen vehicles with a total value of £120,000.

alent of lighting 30 million candles. The helicop¬ 
ter is also equipped with a megaphone. 

From the helicopter photographs and video 
footage are taken. There is a radio link so that 
those in the air can speak to officers at the 
scene and a downloading link to ensure footage 
from the air can be seen by officers on the 
ground and at the force control centre. 

The helicopter can dissuade criminal activity. 
People are less likely to break the law if they 
know they are being watched and filmed and 
could be identified and arrested. 

The helicopter was called in when officers try¬ 
ing to apprehend an offender following a bur¬ 
glary in Ashford were pelted with bricks and 
stones. When the helicopter was spotted the 
attackers stopped and went into their homes. 
Chief Insp Watson said: “They knew they were 
being recorded.” 

The aircraft can help police gain an overview 
at a large event, such as a music festival attend¬ 
ed by thousands of people. From the air officers 
can identify possible issues before they become 
problems. The helicopter attends to focus on 
public safety and to monitor movements. 

Chief Insp Watson said: “I am convinced the 
helicopter makes the public more confident in 
Kent Police, knowing that we are doing all we 
can to catch criminals and keep members of the 
public safe.”

Kent is leading the way with new technology that 
monitors vehicle number plates across the county. While 
some people have described it as a Big Brother-style 
technology watching our every move, officers running the 
£5.3 million system believe the benefits are huge in the 
fight against crime, as well keeping uninsured drivers off 
of our roads. STEVE KNIGHT went to have a look. 


MURDERERS and shoplifters may 
be at different ends of the criminal 
spectrum, but thanks to new police 
technology they have at least one 
thing in common - they are both 
equally vulnerable behind the wheel. 

Automatic number plate recognition (ANPR) 
cameras make it easier than ever before for offi¬ 
cers to identify vehicles linked to criminal activ¬ 
ity, ranging from motorists with no insurance to 
getaway cars used in armed robberies. 

Kent Police has so far invested £5.3 million 
in the system, which draws on information 
from a variety of national databases and flags 
up vehicles of interest in the 
blink of an eye. 

Chief Insp Richard Watson 
heads the ANPR team. 

He said: “There are people who 
say it’s like Big Brother, but I 
would have no need to look at 
your car if you were not involved 
in criminal activity 

“The link is about the vehicle 
and not necessarily the driver. 

It’s an intelligent way of us 
knowing which vehicles to stop. 

“Whenever someone commits 
a crime they are vulnerable 
while they’re in that vehicle. 

They’re effectively in a little box 
and they are also contained 
because they’re on the road. 

With the ANPR system there are 
eyes and ears all over the county, 
ready to get the people who 
break the law” 

Kent Police has hidden cameras placed in 
several undisclosed locations throughout the 
county, with more than a million vehicle move¬ 
ments recorded per day. 

Motorists without tax, MOT or insurance are 
most at risk of being stopped due to the system 
being linked up to the national DVLA data¬ 
base, although officers can also ask it to keep an 
eye out for registration numbers of vehicles 
used in criminal activity 

Cl Watson said: “It’s very effective. Recently 
we used it to capture a team of workmen who 
were defrauding elderly victims - we caught 
them red-handed, which was fantastic. 

“It was a group of people going around and 
being very repressive in their approach, but 
having to drive around in their work vehicle 


made them vulnerable. We put a target on it 
and when the ANPR flagged it up, we caught 
them actually going back to an address they 
had previously visited. 

“But the lack of things like tax and insurance 
also displays to me a certain lifestyle. I pay my 
tax and my car has an MOT. If someone does¬ 
n’t pay that then what else don’t they do? 
ANPR allows us to take the bad people away 
from the good.” 

As well as its collection of fixed cameras, Kent 
Police also has a team of dedicated ANPR officers 
who can set up wherever they like and immedi¬ 
ately stop any vehicles that are flagged up. 

When Kent on Sunday was invited to witness 
their work first hand last month, the team 
chose the busy New Road area 
that links Chatham with 
Rochester. 

PC Gxyff Rees manned the 
ANPR hub - an unmarked 
vehicle containing cameras 
and computer equipment - 
while his colleagues stopped 
cars, trucks, vans or bikes 
that the computer told him 
were suspicious. 

To ensure none escape the 
hub officer’s attention, a num¬ 
ber of different sounds are allo¬ 
cated to certain discrepancies. 
For instance, “hallelujah” can 
be heard when the registration 
number of a stolen vehicle is 
caught on camera. 

Police can also switch data¬ 
bases depending on what they 
are looking for. New Road in 
Chtham for example, is notorious for its prosti¬ 
tutes and is therefore the ideal location for 
ANPR to keep a look-out for cars belonging to 
known kerb-crawlers. 

Each patrol vehicle is fitted with its own 
touch-screen device that is linked to the same 
databases as the main computer and also lets 
officers access the Kent Police intranet as well 
as their own emails. 

Cl Watson said: “Officers think it’s a fantastic 
tool. My plan in Kent is to expand it as so every 
patrol car has it. We are nearly there now 
because about 75 per cent of them do. 

'We are probably leading in the country with 
ANPR. We’ve invested £5.3m and that money 
has been well-invested. We are trialling hand¬ 
held ANPR in Maidstone, and that’s not being 
done anywhere else in the country. 


ANPR FACT FILE 

• Kent Police started using ANPR 
cameras in 2002. 

• The cameras read one million 
number plates a day. 

• Kent has the largest ANPR system in 
the country, outside of the London 
area. Kent Police are leaders in the 
use of ANPR nationally.

How technology is saving 
the tomb of the Black 
Prince.

TECHNOLOGY is being used to 
protect the tomb of one of 
England’s most famous medieval 
knights from the results of an act 
of vandalism centuries ago. 

Since the destruction of a pair of stained 
glass windows 350 years ago, sunlight has 
streamed directly onto a canopy above the 
final resting place of the Black Prince in 
Canterbury Cathedral. 

The cumulative effects of the rays have 
caused the 14th century paintings which dec¬ 
orate the canvas above the warrior’s effigy to 
fade and flake. So hi-tech surface and air tem¬ 
perature, humidity and dewpoint monitors 
now guard the tomb around the clock, while 
window blinds filter out the sunlight. 

And even though winter is on the way, all the 
radiators in Trinity Chapel - which houses the 
tomb - have been turned off. 

“The problem was caused by the Puritans,” 
said Leonie Seliger, who is in charge of the 
restoration project. 

“They smashed the stained glass windows 
after Cromwell had King Charles I beheaded. 
The tomb and its canopy - or tester as it is 
known - had been fine then. The stained glass 
muted the sunlight and the colours didn’t fade. 

“The condition of the artwork was monitored 
every 30 years and any restoration work was 
done by hand. But now we have the technolo¬ 
gy to do something more permanent. 

“Ultraviolet light had caused the pigments of 
the paints to change, so red was turning black. 

“And heating inside the building was 
increasing humidity, which was causing the 
wood which borders the canopy to bend. This 
was making paint flake off.” 


Previously when colours were seen to be fad¬ 
ing, restorers had perched on scaffolding and 
carried out painstaking work to bring back the 
colours by hand. But this time the problem 
was more acute and a longer-term solution 
was decided upon. 

Mrs Seliger said: “This is the first time such 
measures have been adopted. The information 
from the sensors is relayed to a computer 24 
hours a day and the results are sent for analy¬ 
sis. Just a few degrees of temperature change 
can drastically affect humidity levels, so we 
are constantly on watch so light levels can be 
adjusted via the blinds and temperatures con¬ 
trolled.” 

The Black Prince’s tomb is one of the most 


popular sites in the cathedral. Above the effigy 
of a knight in armour, with the royal emblems 
of England and France on his coat, is the 
canopy which shows the Holy Trinity. 

Edward Prince of Wales, who died in 1376, 
was the eldest son of King Edward III. He died 
a year before his father and never became 
king. He fought against the French with great 
success and once even captured their king. 

His nickname was never used in his lifetime. 
It is thought to have been bestowed because of 
a black breastplate given to him at the Battle 
of Crecy. 

Alternatively, it may have been coined by the 
French in recognition of the defeats he inflict¬ 
ed on them. 


House trashed 
in blazing row 
with partner 

DAVID Rimmer thought he had every 
right to trash his house during a row 
with his partner. 

But Rimmer, 37, of Borstal Hill, 
Whitstable, was wrong and he found 
himself in front of Canterbury magis¬ 
trates charged with affray. 

Chris Mayo, prosecuting, told the 
bench Rimmer was angry because his 
partner wanted to split and sell the 
house he had extended and restored. 

He said: “He believed he had a right 
to smash his house up and became so 
angry that police officers squirted 
him with pepper spray. 

“He was holding an Alsatian on a 
lead, saying it would bite the officers 
if approached.” 

Breakdown 

Defending himself, Rimmer said he 
had been drinking alcohol for the first 
time in five years and apologised pro¬ 
fusely. 

He said: “I had put everything into 
that property, gutted the house and 
put in an extension. I thought the offi¬ 
cers needed a warrant. I admit what I 
did was stupid. 

“Adrenaline kicked in and I was hav¬ 
ing a breakdown. I was so angry, I did¬ 
n’t know what I was saying.” 

Rimmer said he was trying to 
restrain the dog to stop it biting the 
officers. 

He said: “I thought everything I had 
done had been for nothing.” 

Rimmer has patched things up with 
his partner since the incident. 

Imposing a conditional discharge 
for a year, magistrates’ chairman 
John Rofe said: “You have shown 
remorse and apologised to all con¬ 
cerned. This was a one-off incident.” 

Rimmer was also ordered to pay £60 
costs.

Online e-Bug will 
help beat viruses 

A NEW education programme and inter¬ 
active website aimed at helping pupils to 
protect themselves against swine flu has 
been launched. 

It has been put together by the Health 
Protection Agency and has the full sup¬ 
port of the NHS. Children can now learn 
about protecting themselves from swine 
flu and other infections through the e- 
Bug website at www.e-Bug.eu. 

Director of Public Health for Kent, 
Meradin Peachey, said: “I’m delighted by 
the introduction of e-Bug. We fully sup¬ 
port the implementation of the online 
learning tool in schools this autumn. 

Infections 

“Children and teachers can use e-Bug 
to learn about microbes in a fun way. It 
is well timed to be available at the start 
of the academic year and e-Bug will be a 
valuable resource for schools, especially 
with swine flu as well as the normal 
threat from seasonal flu and other win¬ 
ter infections.” 

Educational activities are comple¬ 
mented by online games about microbes, 
hygiene, antibiotics and vaccines. It fea¬ 
tures animated characters, lesson plans 
and materials for teachers. 

Topics include hygiene measures that 
can be used to stop the spread of swine 
flu and other respiratory infections. 

Children and adults are reminded to 
practice good hygiene - cover coughs and 
sneezes with a tissue which should be 
thrown away immediately afterwards - 
Catch it. Bin it. Kill it. It’s also important 
to wash your hands thoroughly and reg¬ 
ularly, particularly after coughing, 
sneezing or blowing your nose.

A GRAPHIC design student has created a winning 
logo for the 2012 Olympics’ new educational pro¬ 
gramme.

RECEIVING a magic wand from 
Harry Potter, dining with 
Eamonn Holmes and holding a 
host of fundraising activities are 
just some of Charlie Welch’s 
favourite experiences. 

Life is never dull for the 17-year-old girl 
who has relished helping others, which has 
strengthened her resolve in fighting a 
medical condition doctors have confirmed 
is terminal. 

Since being diagnosed with a rare genetic 
disorder - mucolipidosis III - 
ten years ago, the Chatham 
teenager’s health has suf¬ 
fered to the point where she 
can no longer walk or talk. 

But that hasn’t stopped her 
raising thousands of pounds 
for Demelza House at 
Bobbing, near Sittingboure, 
which has thanked her for 
her efforts as the care facility 
marks national Children’s 
Hospice Week. 

“She’s an inspiration,” said 
her mother Trisha Welch, 
who is planning to mark her 
next birthday with a themed 
fancy-dress event. 

Charlie will be aiming to 
drum up even more money 
for the hospice, which has made a big differ¬ 
ence to her and many hundreds of children 
from across Kent. She said: “Each year I 
spend three weeks at Demelza House. I look 
forward to it so much and when I’m there I 
forget all about my illness. 

“My condition means my body can’t break 
down waste products which has caused 
arthritis, osteoporosis and scoliosis, where 
my spine curves. Doctors say I’ll live to early 
adulthood, but they can’t predict what will 
happen after that. 

“I get really scared about the future, but I 
never feel scared or sad at Demelza House. 
I’ve been going there for eight years. It’s good 
for my mum to have a break, too. 

“Even though all the children have termi¬ 
nal illnesses, we never talk about serious 
stuff. Sometime we have girly weekends

when no boys are allowed to stay. 

“Once we went to London to see The Lion 
King musical. Many of us don’t know how 
long we’ve got, which makes having fun even 
more important.” 

During a visit to the GMTV studios with 
the hospice, the show’s host Eamonn Holmes 
was so impressed with her efforts he came to 
visit the hospice and had lunch with her. 

Charlie also got to meet her hero, Harry 
Potter, aka actor Daniel Radcliffe, on the set 
of The Goblet of Fire, where 
he gave her a special present 
of a magic wand, a Hogwarts 
tie and a magic gown. 

Mum Trisha said Charlie, 
who attends Bradfield School 
in Chatham, makes the most 
of every day with great sup¬ 
port from her younger broth¬ 
ers, Jacob, seven, and 14- 
year-old Adam. 

They have both stayed 
with their sister at family 
respite days at Demelza. 

Trisha conceded they all 
have down days but stressed 
her daughter’s remarkable 
determination and generosity 
had touched all those she has 
encountered: “She is always 
smiling and puts everyone else first. I really 
couldn’t say exactly how much money Charlie 
she has raised over the years but we’ve had 
many events, from discos to pantomimes. I 
don’t know what we would have done without 
Demelza, they are like family to us now. 
There’s always someone there on the phone 
for you if you need to talk and it’s been great 
for Charlie, who sees it as her home from 
home.” 

Lisa Busby, who works in the fundraising 
team at the hospice, praised Charlie for mak¬ 
ing such a strong contribution to it. 

She said: “Charlie is a fantastic girl and we 
are grateful for her fundraising efforts. It’s 
amazing she has been able to do all that she 
has done for us.”

Training agreement gets to 
grips with 2012 judo squads 


TWO countries will base their judo squads in 
Kent to train and prepare for the London 
2012 Olympics. 

Officials from the Ukraine and Belarus 
signed a formal agreement with KCC leaders 
at County Hall in Maidstone on Monday. 

Their judo squads, both of which are high¬ 
ly fancied to win medals, will be based in 
Tonbridge School and will use Tonbridge 
Judo Club for training. 

Both teams will consist of about 50 people, 
including athletes, coaches and others. 

KCC hopes the agreement will prove a 
much-needed boost to its efforts to capitalise 
on London 2012. 

It wants to create a long-lasting sporting 
legacy for the county from the Olympics. 

KCC also wants to build strong links 


between international athletes and commu¬ 
nities in Kent by the elite sportsmen and 
women training at the county’s venues. 

Kent has the most venues in England 
approved for pre-games training camps for 
Olympians and Paralympians. 

In signing the agreement the Ukraine and 
Belarus became the first countries to commit 
to training camps in Kent for the 2012 
Olympics. 

But the Barbados Paralympic team had 
already committed in April this year to train 
at Medway Park in Gillingham in the run-up 
to the London 2012 Paralympics. 

Colombia and Malawi have also signed an 
agreement to train in the South East prior to 
the games, but are yet to decide where they 
will be based.

Now it's time for 
all of us to stop 
wasting energy 


KENT is known the Garden of 
England, but the county is seeing 
more and more wind farms devel¬ 
oped within its boundaries. 

Whether in the sea or on land, these wind 
turbines are part of the way in which we as a 
country can produce electricity from clean and 
efficient green sources. 

Hopefully, one day we will end up being car¬ 
bon-neutral, and thus less reliant on coal- 
burning power stations. 

Almost 50 per cent of the world’s electricity 
is generated from these dirty forms of power 
stations, while in this country only about 33 
per cent of our electricity is made this way. 

Unfortunately, the use of coal power stations 
is increasing in many developing countries 
such as China and India, where coal is cheap 
and plentiful - these coal stocks could last for 
well over another century. 

Regretfully, here in Kent, Kingsnorth power 
station is being built to use coal. 

Efficient 

We all know that the biggest problem with 
producing electricity this way is that it also 
produces C02 emissions. 

These in turn cause global warming and acid 
rain - the pressure is on for scientists to devel¬ 
op methods to ensure that any C02 captured 
is then not released back into the atmosphere. 

Kingsnorth will still only capture 25 per cent 
of the C02 it will produce. 

While we can all help by changing our light- 
bulbs in our homes to more efficient ones, and 
by switching off ‘standby on our TV sets, the 


reality is that as a country, we waste too much 
electricity. 

Look at any large corporate or even 
Government and council buildings at night to 
see them all lit up. 

Go to any of our local shopping centres to see 
the waste of lighting, while in the winter all 
the heat that these same shops use escapes 
out of their doors. 

How much longer will we allow this to go on, 


or will Government intervention in the way of 
legislation be the way to end this waste? 

If we want to see fewer wind farms and 
fewer power stations being built, it is up to all 
of us to conserve the electricity that we use 
and also watch the way that we use it.

The Porchlight 
worker talks about 
the group's valuable 
work in supporting 
our county's 
vulnerable and 
homeless people. 

Can you tell me a little bit about Porchlight? 

It's our 35th anniversary this year. The charity was found¬ 
ed in 1974 as Canterbury Cyrenians and now has over 100 
employees working Kent-wide to support vulnerable and 
homeless people. Last year we helped over 1,600 people 
change their lives for the better and we work with 500 
people at any one time. 

The charity provides three main services; outreach, 
supported accommodation and homelessness prevention. 

The Kent Outreach Service works in every local author¬ 
ity in Kent to support rough sleepers and people in tem¬ 
porary accommodation. The service operates a 24-hour 
freephone helpline - 0800 567 7699 
Homelessness prevention works with people to address 
any issues that may be affecting their housing security. 

A lot has changed in the last 35 years and not least the 
ways in which we can interact with our supporters. We 
recently launched a Facebook page and YouTube channel 
allowing us to give instant updates about events, news 
and fundraising. Porchlight area manager Steve Inett is 
also cycling from Land's End to John O'Groats - social net¬ 
working has been invaluable in spreading the word and 
more importantly details of his donation page! 

How successful has the charity been? 

Porchlight has remained extremely successful both in 
terms of growth and positive outcomes for hundreds of 
individuals each year. 

In June the charity was named as an Ending Rough 
Sleeper Champion as part the Government's strategy to 
end rough sleeping in England by 2012.

New home could literally 
cost you an arm and a leg

PEOPLE who want to become 
homeowners in the South East are 
considering going to extreme lengths 
such as gambling, taking part in 
medical trials and even selling 
organs to raise funds for a purchase. 

This is according to new research published 
by Circle Anglia - one of the UK’s leading 
providers of affordable housing. 

According to the nationwide survey of 2,000 
people, seven per cent of people surveyed in 
the region say that they would consider under¬ 
going medical trials if it meant they could buy 
a house. 

Meanwhile, the research found that one per 
cent of people would even contemplate selling 
a part of their body for transplant if it meant 
they could purchase their first property. 

Of those surveyed in the research, which 
was commissioned to raise awareness of 
affordable home-ownership options, 16 per 
cent admit to having turned to gambling in

the hope of winning enough money to buy 
their first house. Almost a quarter - 23 per 
cent - admit they have sold personal posses¬ 
sions on eBay to save for a house. 

But few are keen on the idea of moving back in 
with mum and dad. Just five per cent of people 
say they have taken the step to move back home 
with their parents in order to save for a deposit. 


People in the region are also far more reluc¬ 
tant than many other parts of the UK to forego 
their wedding day in order to buy a house. 

Unlike in Scotland, for example, where six 
per cent of people say they’ve cancelled then- 
wedding to buy their first property, just two per 
cent of people in the South East have post¬ 
poned or cancelled their big day for this reason. 

Other things people in the South East have 
done to save money for a house deposit include 
pawning belongings - two per cent - and tak¬ 
ing on a second job - seven per cent. 

A further 18 per cent say they would consid¬ 
er another source of income, while 17 per cent 
say they know someone who has already 
taken on another line of work to supplement 
their income. 

Andy Doylend, executive director of opera¬ 
tions for Circle Anglia, said: “A very low num¬ 
ber of people in the South East think they are 
eligible for affordable ownership opportunities. 

“Hence it is crucial that anyone thinking of 
buying a property does thorough research to 
find out what schemes are currently available. 

“Many may well be pleasantly surprised 
that the deposit they need is much less than 
they think.” 


Buyers must act fast to cash in on stamp duty exemption 


PEOPLE thinking seriously about buying a 
home on a shared-ownership basis are being 
urged to move fast to secure a property before 
the Government’s stamp duty exemption on 
homes costing below £175,000 expires at the 
end of the year. 

The change was originally introduced to 
bring life to the dormant market during recent 
economic uncertainty. 

But the scheme was always going to be for a 
fixed period only. 

“Anyone who is completing a property pur¬ 
chase in the £125,000-£175,000 price range 
will have to pay one per cent stamp duty after 


December 31, 2009,” said Marilyn DiCara, 
director of sales and marketing for Moat, the 
Government’s HomeBuy Agent in Kent. 

“That will mean an extra upfront cost of 
between £1,250 and £1,750 for buyers, 
depending on the exact price of the property 
they buy. 

“Given that a normal house purchase usual¬ 
ly takes around three months to go from 
agreed sale to completion, we would urge any 
first-time buyers who are thinking about get¬ 
ting onto the property ladder to find a home 
by around the end of September or early 
October to ensure that they have time to com¬ 


plete the purchase before the stamp duty 
exemption disappears. 

“As the HomeBuy Agent for all government- 
backed affordable home-ownership schemes, 
we can point first-time buyers to a large range 
of shared-ownership homes priced under 
£175,000 throughout Kent. 

“There are some great deals on offer at the 
moment, and with house prices starting to rise 
again, this could be the perfect time to buy a 
new home while keeping the upfront costs to a 
minimum.” 

The normal threshold for paying stamp duty 
on home buying is £125,000. The Government 


increased this to £175,000 for a limited period 
as part of a package of measures designed to 
stimulate the failing economy and housing 
market as the recession took hold. However, 
the threshold will revert to £125,000 on 
January 1, 2010. 

Ms DiCara said “For many first-time buyers, 
raising the deposit and finding the money for 
the upfront costs of a house purchase is more 
difficult than paying the mortgage month to 
month. This is a one-off opportunity to keep 
those initial costs down, giving buyers extra to 
put towards the deposit or furnishing their 
first home. But people need to act fast.”

Thanks to a staggered front passenger 
seat, the tiny newcomer - a hand span 
longer than a two-seat Smart ForTwo - 
can seat three adults and a child yet 
qualifies for road tax-free motoring. 

But Toyota has been keen to show that 
an IQ can be a thing of beauty as well as 
brains, with a package of body and cus¬ 
tomisation kits known as the ‘IQ 
Collection’ allowing owners to person¬ 
alise their new baby. 


ONCE better known for big 4x4s 
and pick-ups, Mitsubishi is re-invent- 
ing itself as a greener champion. 

The Japanese brand’s major part in the 
Dungeness wind farm bears local witness to 
this, but the clever new Cleartec Colt supermi¬ 
ni is greater proof of new intent. 

While most carmakers tinker with more 
expensive diesel engines to improve emissions 
and economy, Mitsubishi is making more of 
petrol engines - they are, after all, lighter and 
cheaper to fuel. 

Although originally underwhelmed by the 
Cleartec’s Auto Stop & Go’ system, which 
seemed crude compared to rivals, I’ve since 
become a convert. 

It saves up to 30 per cent of emissions as well 
as improving economy by stopping and then 
restarting automatically when the car is stuck 
in traffic or at the lights. 

The Cleartec is cheap to buy and run too, 
and the whole Colt range has had a major 
midlife makeover; the profile is similar, but 
only 35 per cent of parts were carried over. 

It also gained the smart ‘Jet Fighter’ nose 
from the latest Mitsubishi Lancer and you can

still have a sporty three-door, or a more 
upright five-door mini-MPV. The latter in 
94bhp 1.3 CZ2 Cleartec form is our test car 
and looks great value at an official £10,099. 

In addition to keen pricing and Auto Stop & 
Go savings, you also gain economy and 
reduced emissions from low rolling resistance 
tyres, a higher top gear, improved alternator 
and lower viscosity oil. These add up to just 
119g/km of C02 emissions or the lowest 
payable road tax band (£35/year) and average 
mpg in the mid-50s for the Cleartec. 

You don’t feel compromised by the eco fea¬ 
tures either; the Cleartec accelerates faster 
than its conventional sister model, no doubt 
helped by the narrower and harder tyres, and 
the car handles tidily on a windy road. 

Mind you, acting the fool in this eco-friendly 
car exposes the Colt’s slightly jittery ride, but 
this is a rare complaint. The car is more 
refined and quieter than before too, after 
intensive sound absorption work. 

The revamp has cost some versatility after 
replacement of the folding/removable rear 
seats by a conventional fixed/fold flat arrange¬ 
ment, but this delivers more boot space with¬ 
out compromising head and leg room.
